The export tabulation on this 
page reproduces the figures given 
by CACEX of the chief Brazilian 
exports from 1951 to the present. 
Leaving aside coffee, whose sales 
are determined by various com- 
plex factors, the table shows an 
increase in volume for all classes 
of exports since 1952. The esti- 
mates for 1958 are given on a con- 
servative basis. 

The report continues by indicat- 
ing that Brazil’s foreign trade in 
1957 did not show a favorable bal- 
ance as it did in 1956 owing to the 
decrease of coffee exports. These 
declined by US$185,000,000. 

Exports in 1957 were US$1,391,- 
606,000, a figure short by US$97,- 
000,000 of total imports, US$1,- 
188,827,000. In 1956 there was a 
irplu of exports of US$249.- 
000,000 over imports. The report 
points out that US$70,000,000 of 
equipment was imported in 1957 
as Investment. 

In looking ahead to 1958 the re- 
port sees prospects as “‘very fair.” 
It speaks favorably especially of

Real estate investment has been 
historically the most popular 
means of capital fund investment 
in Brazil, and though mercantile 
investment has grown 
with the industrializaton of the 
country, the activity of placing 
funds in real property continues 
high. 


Data Available 

The Conjuntura Economica, 
economic review of the Fundacao 
Getulio Vargas, regularly pub- 
lishes data on the real estate mar- 
kets of Rio de Janeiro and Sao 
Paulo, thus providing a handy 
indicator of activity in this im- 
portant barometer. A recent study 
called “Investing in Brazil,” is- 
sued by the American and For- 
eign Power Company for United 
States investors, devotes space to 
the foreign ownership of real 
property in Brazil. 

Since the pamphlet is based on 
official and semi-official sources 
as well as on non-profit foundation 
studies, the material may be taken 
as representative of the situation 
in the country at the present time. 


Areas of Limitation 

For business operations in Bra- 
zil in general, there are no restric- 
tions with reference to the nation- 
ality of the owners or partners of 
business firms or with reference 
to the nationality of shareholders 
in Brazilian corporations.

Case of Mines 

Ownership of mines and other 
subsoil riches is distinct from the 
ownership of the surface soil, for 
purposes of exploration or indus- 
trial development. The utilization 
of these resources is subject to 
special authorization by the Fed- 
eral Government which may be 
granted only to Brazilians or to 
companies organized in Brazil.

Of | 
this total 1,201,743 hectares were 
located in the State of Minas Ge- 
rais, the largest producer; 1,078,- 
750 hectares in the State of Rio 
Grande do Sul, the runner up in 
production; and 992,799 in the 
State of Sao Paulo, third largest 
corn growing state in the Nation. 

When broken down according to 
State production, the figures are:

All States Produce 

All the states and territories of 
Brazil grow corn. Where they are 
not mentioned it is an indication 
that the figures are smaller than 
those given for the State of Per- 
nambuco. 

Brazil has traditionally been a 
large grower of corn. The crop, 
which is usually consumed in sub- 
stantial part in the area where it 
is grown, also gives rise to im- 
portant subsidiary industries. The 
“‘moinhos de fuba,” fabled in song 
and story, are the corn flour mills. 
In addition, there are the process- 
ing plants which treat stalk, husk, 
tassel and cob, all of which yield 
valuable byproducts.

When the S.S. Brasil, one of the most luxurious cruise ships ever built, makes its maiden voyage to the 
country after which it is named, it will give South America-United States travel a glamour heretofore un- 
available. The smoke stack with its characteristic ““M” here shown, is actually the ship’s dummy funnel. 
A huge tray at the top of this construction fifty-seven feet long and twenty-four feet wide, riding one 
hundred feet above the water line, is actually a solarium. Since twenty-seven out of the thirty-one days of 
the complete South American cruise are usually ideal for sun bathing, this sun-worshippers’ paradise 
will be a very popular spot on the boat. While in port this area is converted to an observation deck. Ex- 
haust from the Brasil’s engines will actually pass through king posts located at the ship’s stern.

New Vessel’s Data 

Here are some statistical data 
concerning the new vessel, as 
listed by its owners, the Moore- 
McCormack Lines, Inc., for pub- 
lic information. The builder of 
the vessel is the Ingalls Ship- 
building Corporation, whose ad- 
dress is Pascagoula, Mississippi. 
The cost of the Brasil is in excess 
of US$25,000,000. 

Its size is 617 feet, 10 inches 
long; beam is 84 feet. Its displace- 
ment is given at 22,770 tons. It is 
propelled by twin propellers, each 
driven by 17,500 horsepower tur- 
bines through reduction gears. 
The steam is supplied to the tur- 
bines from high pressure oil-burn- 
ing boilers.

The ship was designed by the 
Bethlehem Steel Company’s cen- 
technical division under the 
supervision of Moore-McCormack 
Lines Inc. The interior architects 
and decorators were Raymond 
Loewy Associates. The joiner de- 
signs and installations were by 
Hopeman Brothers. 

The Brasil has nine decks and 
eight cargo and storage holds. It 
has a dry cargo capacity of 4,260 


tons and a refrigerated cargo 
capacity of 210 tons. There is 
draft-free air conditioning 


throughout the entire ship. In ad- 
dition to its 178 staterooms, the 
Brasil has four de luxe suites. 

The owners list the following 
as the vessel’s public areas: an 
outdoor swimming pool and ad- 
jacent sports area for adults; an 
outdoor swimming pool and junior 
pavilion for teen-agers; a play- 
room for younger children; and 
a gymnasium. 

In addition there are a beauty 
parlor and barber shop; a deck 
cafe and a main cafe; a 
center area with a lounge, a 
“quiet” salon, card room, language 
room, library, writing room and 
dance studio.

SUMOC Instruction No. 152 


The Superintendency of Money and Credit, SUMOC, has 
ssued the following instruction No. 152, of particular interest 
to the extractive and transportation industry. 


I) ew of the recommendations made by the Council of 
Development on the matter of fixing a policy to stimulate 
greater participation by the Nation in world ore markets by 
means of the adoption, among other measures, of ways to as- 
sure to exporters those sums of foreign exchange indispensa- 
ble to the quiet liquidation of obligations contracted by them 
abroad for adequately equipping the extractive and transport 
industry and 


In view of the necessity of avoiding, as far as possible, 
greater exchange burdens, in connection with the importation 
of goods and payment of financial services bound up with the 
carrying out of the project which this industry faces in its 
development 


Therefore, the Superintendency of Money and Credit re- | 
solves to put into effect the following standards: 


1. Loans, credits and financing in foreign currency, capable 
of being registered within legislation currently in force and 
destined for the importation of goods and the payment of 
financial services necessary for the carrying out of projects 
concerning the development of the extractive and transport 
industry for exportable ores will henceforth be liauidated by 
means of a direct application of a part of the foreign ex- 
change produced by this export transaction. 


2. The application to which the preceding item alludes will 
be processed through retention abroad of a percentage pre- 
viously fixed in each case by the Council of the Superintend- | 
ency of Money and Credit, there being indispensable, how- 
ever, the realization of a simultaneous operation of buying 
and selling on the part of the Bank of Brazil of the respective 
foreign exchange transactions. 


3. Differences arising from the rate and other expenses of 
exchange operations will run to the account of the exporter.
